SITUATION OF THE COUNCIL 
MERITS THE CONSIDERATION 
OF ALL THE UNDERGRADUATES 



Necessity for Action of Some Kind in Respect tu the Debt 
of the Students' Society i> Made clearly Apparent 



INTERESTING SUGGESTION MADE YESTERDAY 



Scheme Mooted Whereby Continuity May be Established 

un the Council 




Yesterday afternoon, th.- meeting of 
the Students' Society came off as 
previously announced, though there 
was a very poor attendance. 

John McNaughton, the President of 
the Council, was in the chair. The 
tirst business was t'je reading, by 
the Secretary, of the minutes of the 
last annual meeting, which were sub- 
ee.iuently carried. 

The President then spoke of the 
statement that had he>n publish Ml in 
the Dally, and cnlled attention t., 
the large deficit, which was iu a 
great measure, due to the college 
Paper. 

Tins statement ran from June, 19U, 
to June 1912, and it therefore left 
the present Council with a Wacy of 
debts on their hands, amounting to 
about three thousand dollars. 

Mr. McNaughton then pointed out 
that it was .juite probable that the 
Council would break even with tins 
year's accounts, but the last year's 
deficit was what was bothering them 
and he asked for opinions on the 
question of reducing that deficit. 

Mr. Htigesson th n spoke on the 
problem, and said that a committee 
of some of the more recent gradu ttes 
together with the Council had form- 
ed several schemes, one of which was 
to get the graduates to pay oft t'a? 
deficit, but one objection to that was 
the fact that no guarantee could be 



Iput forward to prevent a repitition 
of affairs, and another thing was 
that as the undergraduate body as a 
whole bad onjoyed the privileges of 
jthe Society it was only right that 
they should pay for tlwse privileges, 
i Another thing that had a great deal 
jto do with the affairs of the Council 
was the fact that there was a great 
lack of continuity, for no s. o 'er had 
a certain council got into the way of 
running things, than it was time for, 
them to step out. 

He also went on to speak of fur- 
ther ideas to do away with the lack 
of continuity, one of which was to 
elect tjien to ser\ e for two years on 
the Council. 

The • objections to this were the 
f icts that this would necessitate the 
election of a man at the end of his 
second year, which was impractical 
and a lso that after a man had served 
for a year on the Council he hardly 
wished to continue for another. 

The other scheme was to elect, in 
the place of the presidents of the 
our undergraduate societies, four re- 
presentatives, for it is found that in 
addition to duties as president of an 
■undergraduate society, it was unfair 
to impose Council work also on a 
num. These representatives would be 
elected in October of every year to 
bold office from January to January.

There was a very small attendance of men at the 
special meeting of the Students Society held yesterday 
afternoon. This is regrettable in view of the fact that 
official announcements were made which foreshadow ac- 
tion of a radical nature in the near future. The points 
of special interest brought up were the methods suggest- 
ed for obtaining continuity on the Council and the 
statement that some action must he taken in connection 
with the debt incurred last year. There were several 
suggestions made in regard to this matter of the debt 
and these are presented for your consideration in the 
news columns of the paper. For the present we with- 
hold editorial comment on them. 

With regard to the suggestion that four Council rep- 
resentatives should be elected from each undergraduate 
society in place of the presidents, we may say that we 
consider it an excellent one. It is possible that some 
still better method of relieving the present members of 
the Council from the duties imposed upon them by other 
work of an executive nature may still be arrived at. In 
any case the above mentioned idea suggests one means 
of bettering the present conditions. 

That these men should he elected before Christmas 
each year, instead of in March with the other members 
of the Council is desirable in every way. It would est- 
ablish continuity in a marked degree and obviate one of 
the greatest difficulties the Council have to face.

Many Daily readers will doubtless remember having 
heard last term that Prof. J. A. Dale, of McGill Univer- 
sity, had been approached in connection with the presid- 
ency of the new University of British Columbia. At that 
time Professor Dale, when interviewed, stated that he 
had no announcement to make in connection with the 
matter and that it would in all probability be some 
time before he definitely decided upon his course of ac- 
tion. 

The Daily is now able to announce on the receipt of 
information from Professor Dale, that he has decided, 
for personal reasons, to withdraw his name from furth- 
er consideration and that he expects to stay at McGill. 
Professor Dale's decision is a fortunate one for McGill 
University and the Province of Quebec. His loss would 
have been a severe one both for the University and edu- 
cational circles in the Province as he is one of the fore- 
most authorities on educational matters in Canada to- 
day.
